A Little Gossip About the Sit- 
uation in South 
Africa. 



New York", Sept. 1. — The London cor- 
respondent of the New York Tribune 
wends the following despatch dated Eon- 
don, 1 a. in.: 

It is reported from Copenhagen that 
the Czar and King Edward will not meet 
at Predensberg, as has been previously 
announced- It' this rumor be confirmed, 
it will not be proof that anything ha 
gone amiss, but merely that it has been 
inconvenient to shorten tho King's stay 
at Hamburg and Impracticable to alter 
the Czar's engagement at Dantzig. The 
Czar, while on good terms with the King 
and German Emperor, must consider the 
bearings of the dual alliance and give 
preference to France in ceremonial visits 
He is not likely to single out Britain 
for a deliberate affront, and there is no 
evidence that he intends to do so. 
The Russian press is more hostile to 
ermany than to Great Britain, and 
this is an indication that tho German 
Emperor, rather than Edward VII. 
would be slighted if tho Czar were look- 
ing for an opportunity to discriminate 
igainst either power. 

The King'c; desire to derive all pos- 
sible benelit from the waters at Hom- 
burg will be a natural explanation if 
the two sovereigns do not meet at Fre- 
densberg. 

The kowtow hitch over Prince Chun's 
mission is explained as due to Royal sen- 
sitiveness. Prince Chun is indifferent 
to the feelings of subordinates, and coll- 
iders it beneath the dignity of a Chin- 
se Prince to kowtow himself. This is a 
subtle appeal to the German Emperor's 
sense of royal privilege and may result 
in a special dispensation relieving Prince 
Chun from the humiliation of prostra- 
tion and genuflection and arranging a 
suitable substitute. Tho original trag- 
edy of the Pekiu embassies plays down 
to the level of comic opera in the due 
course of time. 

Topsy Turvydom is still the word that 
describes South Africa. While General 
French has been driving the guerillas 
north of the Orange River, Seheepor's 
commando seems to have bolted in the 
opposite direction and to have got with- 
;triking distance of the coast of Cape 
Colony, 200 miles east of Capetown- 
Scheeper is one of the youngest Boer 
commanders and may be mischievous 
enough to tumble into Capetown at the 
moment when General French is arrang- 
ing for expecting him in the southeast 
orner of tho Orange River Colony. Mili- 
tary men are debating solemnly the 
bailees of a general surrender of the 
leaders during the next, fortnight by a 
preconcerted arrangement, but it is a 
far cry from Schceper at Ondtshorn to 
tha and Delarey in the Eastern 
Transvaal, and every guerilla leader is 
free to go as lie pleases. 

Dewet has been vaguely reported at 
Zostron, in the Wepener district, but 
the flying Dutchman on the wide sea is 
not more elusive.

AT WINNIPEG 



Two Negro Attendants of a Golf Club 
Stabbed to Death. 

New York, Sept. 1.— The bodies Of 
David Scott and John Stevens, the one 
steward and the other head waiter of 
the Siawanoy Golf club, were found dead 
today in a room which the men occu- 
pied, which is situated on the outskirts 
of Yonkers. 

They had been murdered with a but- 
cher knife, which was found on the 
tloor of the room, and this had beten 
repeatedly plunged into them, as many 
as a dozen cuts being located by the 
physicians who were summoned. The 
men were negroes and Warner Simms, 
a colored waiter is held on suspicion 
'.,1 kn'.v.vhifr 'Something about the murder, 
while Frank Dumiin'gtoii, another negro 
who called at the club yesterday looking 
for work, is under detention. 

Sinnns theory was that 'burglars had 
entered the house, and after seareliin 
below stairs had ascended to the attic 
anil tried to rob Scott and Stevens, that 
one of them awakened and that the bur- 
glar used the knife. 

In addition to the knife the police 
found in the room the steel portion of a 
putter. It had blond on it and the police 
claim it belongs to Sinims. The handle 
was found down stairs, and this handle 
had the name "Sinnns" on it. 

Tlie rear door of tho club house was 
forced open evidently from the outside, 
the cash box which was in the keeping 
of Scott, cannot be found. Tho box con- 
tained nbont 9150. Scott's personal sav- 
ings, a considerable sum, it is said, were 
found under the blood-stained pillow. 
The Siawanoy Golf club is a very ex- 
clusive organization, and its membership 
includes k 250 of the fashionable residents 
of Yonkers.

Newport, R. I., Sept. 1.— Flying the 
British ensign and with the United 
States Hag at the fore and the famous 
Shamrock signal at the main, tho Erin 
steamed into Newport harbor at 5:30 
this morning. She brought Sir Thomas 
Lipton and bis party to witness the sec- 
ond of the trial races between the Co- 
lumbia and tho Constitution, -which 
takes place tomorrow. Beside the own- 
er of the Shamrock, there were on board 
Designer Watson, Mr. William Jamie- 
son, Capt. Sycamore, Sailmaker Ratsey, 
Mr. David Barrie and Dr. iMackay. The 
Erin will go over the course tomorrow 
and the British yachtsmen will nave an- 
other opportunity to see the American 
iboats out for a race. Meanwhile Gapt. 
Sycamore and .Tamiesou of the Sham- 
rock will get a line on the sea-jockeying 
of tlie men who will contend against 
them in the Cup races at Sandy Hook 
After the race tomorrow Sir Thomas 
and his party will be the guests of Com- 
modore Lewis Cuss Ledyard at his res- 
idence, then they will board the Erin and 
start at once for Sandy Hook to bo on 
hand for tho Shamrock's spin on Tues- 
day. 

Sir Thomas •was told of the announce- 
ment of Thos. Lawson, owner of ttio 
Independence, that he would be glad 
to race his boat against all three or any 
one of the ninety-footers, Shamrock II, 
Columbia or Constitution, with the un- 
derstanding that if be failed to win 
two out of three of the contests he 
would donate $1(10,000 to any worthy 
charity. Sir Thomas had not seen tho 
statement, however, and was not pre- 
pared to discuss it. 

None of tlie officials of the New 
"York Yacht Club would talk about Mr. 
Lawson's offer. If a challenge should 
Hie issued in behalf of the Independence, 
it would probably be made to the own- 
ers or managers of the three boats 
named. It would not come within the 
.province of the New York Yacht Club 
to pass upon tho matter in any way. 
■Although no statement has ever been 
'made officially on the subject, it is gen- 
erally understood here that neither Col- 
umbia or Constitution will under any 
conditions race the Independence again, 
and that she has dropped out of con- 
sideration for some time. 

Tomorrow's race is anticipated with 
the deepest interest. The challenge com- 
mittee of the New Y'ork Yacht Club has 
a problem to solve and they are watching 
the present series with more or less anx- 
iety. They are puzzled by the behav- 
ior of the Constitution and are at a loss 
to account for her successive defeats in 
light weather when she did so well in 
these conditions at the outset. It is s'lid 
here tonight that if the Columbia wins 
tomorrow's contest tho committee may 
extend the trials and make the series 
five instead of three, ibut no announce- 
ment has yet been made to tins effect 
by any one in authority.

Duquesne Mills Expected by Men to 
Close Today. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Sept. 1.— The principal 
interest in strike matters today was cen- 
tred in the Duquesne plant, where it 
was expected the strikers would make a 
decided move towards closing down tlie 
entire works. The report from there to- 
night says the situation is critical. Two 
boss inciters and helpers went to work 
as usual this morning and all 12 fur- 
naces were charged. Only one second 
helper went in nnd all ladlemen stayed 
out. Sixty of the day turn men are out, 
and the strikers say not a man will re- 
port tomorrow morning if tlie open 
hearth is shut down. Tho -10-inch mill 
must also be shut down. This mill sup- 
plies iMonessen, Vandergrift and Tim 
mills, hence the movement is important 
to the strikers. Mill ofciars admit to- 
day that a strike is on. but they say no 
serious results will follow.

GOVERNOR ROSS. 

Reaches Winnipeg on Ufa Way to tho 
'Capital'.

New York, Sept. 1.— Mr. I. N. Ford, 
the /London correspondent of the New 
York Tribune, in a despatch published 
today says: 

"An incident which has escaped gen- 
oral observation in England is the es- 
tablishment of a German coaling sta- 
tion in tho Farsan or Kermeh group of 
islands, in the Rod sea. 

Russia has coveted a harbor in these 
islands, but has not ventured to take 
possession of the group. Germany, 
without giving offense to Britain and 
probably by proarrangement, has ob- 
tained a foothold there and is treating 
the entire group as a possession of the 
empire. A coaling nnd naval station 
will Ibe established nnd extensive works 
constructed. This has boon done in tho 
interest of German commerce with the 
bar East and for the sake of strength- 
ening the navy, which the Emperor has 
laid down as the chief work of his 
reign. The time has gone by when Rus- 
sia can obtain a naval station near Aden 
and 'Mnssowah, since the German Em- 
peror has closed the question. The 
moral of this episode is .that the Emper- 
or may have eyes upon other sites for 
naval stations for the development of 
German commerce. While Americans 
are planning a canal across Nicaragua 
or Darien and negotiating over a revis- 
ion of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, ho 
may be casting about for a naval sta- 
tion at St. Thomas or in the adjacent 
islands. The purchase of the Danish 
group hy the United States may be the 
wisest possible measure for anticipating 
his enterprise and avoiding an* open 
challenge on the Monroe doctrine. 

Tho Times has a dismal leader on the 
opposition olTered by Russia to tho op- 
ening of the Quetta-Nushki route be- 
tween India and Persin. This route 
avoids Afghanistan territory and passes 
through Seistan to Birjand and Kermau, 
and is a shorter and safer channel of 
trade between India nnd the commercial 
centres of Eastern Persin than the or- 
dinary 'Bandar-Abbas route. Russia, 
having acquired effective control over 
tho customs service of Persia by virtue 
of a loan contract last year, is making 
strenuous resistance to the development 
of traffic by the new route. Indian 
traders are convinced that Persia is vir- 
tually in .the Russian sphere of influence 
and that British commerce will 'bo block- 
ed and paralyzed. 

The Times considers tho decline of 
British trade in that quarter a natural 
consequence of the inaction of the gov- 
ernment when it might have been pos- 
'" !e to secure a loan from London cap- 
italists and avoid arming Russia with 
fresh resources for extending her in- 
fluence over Persia. - Tt urges the neces- 
sity of more resolute British statesman- 
ship, hut clearly is not hopeful that any- 
thing can lie done. 

The [British foreign office has been for- 
tunate in having few advantages taken 
by rival powers of the opportunity offer- 
ed 'by the South African war. ft owes its 
immunity from attacks mainly to tho pa- 
cific purposes of the Czar and to the 
close relations of the British Royal Fam- 
ily with the continental courts. Tlie 
blocking of the Persinn trade route is 
not a large gain for Russia. 

The Czar, having made engagements 
with the French President and With 
Edward VII., is importuned by Dr. 
Leyds for an interview witli ex-Presi- 
dent Kruger. Tt is not probable ho will 
grant this request. Mr. Kruger has been 
in Europe a year without meeting any 
European sovereigns except Queen AVil- 
belmina. and she was powerless to sup- 
port a demand for intervention against 
Great Britain. 

Politics has reached its lowest elil). 
■Mr. Broderick is the only minister strict- 
ly at work in London, nnd he is en- 
gaged on the routine business of the war 
office. Tlie comical story of the disap- 
pearance of a company of Yorkshire 
Yeomanry was easily explained, hilt 
evidence of mismanagement in the re- 
cruitinsr and despatch of reserves to_ tin? 
Imperial Yeomanrv is more serious. 
Transports ay" bringing back, week by 
vveok. men who could neither ride nor 
s^-not and were physically unfit for sei- 
vi"0. When those recruits were sent 
out they received higher pay than the 
veteran Yeomanry already in the field, 
but this grievance of the troopers has 
'been removed. The War Office is or- 
dering inquiries, hut prestige cannot be 
restored by belated investigations. 

'Mr. Hnnbnry 'has pleased Glasgow by 
praising tlie enterprise of flint corpora- 
tion in demanding the rieht to set up a 
municipal telephone service, when the 
postal authorities were fostering a pri- 
vate monopoly which was charging ex- 
cessive rates. This opeied the way for 
1 forecost that trusts of all kinds must 
be fonglit before they succeed in strang- 
ling the public. Mr. Hnnmiry has point- 
ed to a municipal or national undertak- 
intr as bavins the necessary leverage for 
offering resistance to private trusts and 
monopolies. Tho experience of Glasgow 
and other provincial cities justified the 
'belief tbfit the business of p. municipal- 
ity which is virtually a monopoly can 
be managed ns well as that of any niim- , 
iwr of private companies pooled into a 
gigantic trust. • 

LORD STRATIICONA,

CLEVELAND FLOODED. 

Damage to Extent of a Million Dollars By 
Cloudburst. 

Cleveland, Ohio, Sept. 1.— With the break- 
ing of dawn this morning the citizens of 
Cleveland awoke to look upon a scene of 
unparalleled devastation and destruction, 
caused by a raging Hood. While the entire 
city was more or less affected, the great 
volume of water vented Its aimer over miles 
of the eastern portion and caused an 
amount of damage approximated at $1,000,- 
000. The appalling overflow was caused by 
a terrllle rain that commenced to fall short- 
ly after two o'clock turning Into a perfect 
cloudburst between the hours of 3 and 5, 
and then continued with great force until 
nearly 10 o'clock. 

That no lives were lost Is nothing short of 
a miracle. The flood spread over an area 
eight miles long and a mile and a half 
wide. Hundreds of residents who were 
Imprisoned In their homes like stranded 
Islanders, were almost panic-stricken. 

Danger signals were Hashed from the city 
as quickly as the disabled telephone would 
allow, and the work of rescue commenced, 
Row boats plied back nnd forth, assisting 
whole families from perilous positions, but 
these proved pitifully inadequate, and It 
was soon found necessary to go to the ex- 
traordinary precaution of calling on the 
life caving crew from the river, a distance 
of seven miles.

Among her passengers was Dr. George 
Duncan, who left tile Klondike capital on 
the 17ih when he heard the sail news of 
the Islander disaster and of his brother's 
death. Arriving at Skagway, he chartered 
a tug and proceeded to the scene of the 
wreck, and over sixteen miles was covered 
by him In the search for bodies. Dr. Dun- 
can says that there was a largo amount of 
wreckage to lie seen and to judge from the 
amount of drift from the wreck, seen in 
Stephen's passage and on tin? shores, lie 
was of the opinion that the entire super- 
structure of the steamer had blown out 
when she sank. No more bodies had been 
recovered, and the doctor thought it un- 
likely that tlie remains of more victims 
would be found, for the water runs swiftly 
there, and the const is a very bad one, be- 
I ing raggeil and full of crevices. All those 
, whose bodies have been recovered to date 

wore life belts. 
! Another passenger who arrived on the 
I Danube was Judge Craig, who is bound to 
; Ottawa. Judge Craig says that the summer 
! clean-up of the Klondike district has been 
i completed, and the gold yielded by the 
rich northern diggings during tin; season Is 
estimated by him at from $20,000,000 to 
$25,000,000. Mr. A. S. G. Potts of Victoria, 
was another passenger. John Hell, of the 
Dawson branch of the P.ank of Commerce, 
who was among the passengers on the Dan- 
ube, Is a son of the late r. W. Bell who 
perished witli the Islander. 

Purser II. F. Bishop arrived on the Dan- 
ube, but he had little to add to the news 
already given of the Islander disaster. 
The story of his escape from the wreck, 
and how he worked Ids boat's erew so 
well in the effort to save tin? Uvea of those 
struggling In the water, has already been 
told. It is now learned that the gold of 
the Bank of Commerce, amounting to $500,- 
<X;0, was not lost on the Islander, having 
been sent down on one of the United Slates 
steamers to Seattle.

EXPECT FINEST PARADE ON RECORD 



For many yenra organized labor in tho 
United States and Canada pnessea their 
claims for recognition as a public body 
upon the governments of the day and in 
1S9J; the Congress of the United Slates 
appointed the first Monday of Septem- 
ber in eaeh year as a public holiday. 
Sir John Thompson brought down a bill, 
in the same year, in the Canadian par- 
liament declaring the day a statutory 
holiday throughout Hie Dominion, and 
ever since the day has been recognized 
as the great yearly festival of labor— a 
national tribute of respect, to the brawn 
and skill of the industrial army by whoso 
efforts the wheels of commerce are kept 
in motion and the onward march of pro- 
gress is maintained. The institution of 
Labor Day lias marked an era in the 
history of labor. It has served to draw

together and augment the ranks of tho 
wage-earners, by encouraging them to 
closer union, and by united, organized, 
and well directed agitation along con- 
stitutional line's to attain those objects 
which isolated organizations could not 
hope to secure despite their most earn- 
est efforts. 

The history of trades unionism in Brit- 
ish Columbia dates back to 18G2, when a 
branch of the Printer's Union of Califor- 
nia was established in Victoria with Mr- 
Itobt. Ilolloway as president, who is still 
an esteemed active member of the Typo- 
graphical Union. After an existence of 
two years the union disbanded, and al- 
though re-established at intervals did 
not take a firm stand till the 19th of 
April, 1884, when re-organized under th

Mr. Shakespeare is still an active 
member. Since 1SS4 the union has 
n'eVer failed to hold regular meetings. 

Next in line was the Ship Carpenters' 
and Caulkers' union, which was formed 
about 18G7- This union, like the Typo- 
graphical, went out of business at dif- 
ferent periods. 

Cther unions were formed and carried 
on, with more or less success, from time 
to time, but it was not till Xovember, 
1S90 that the British Columbia Federat- 
ed Labor Congress was formed. The pur- 
pose of this organization was to im- 
prove the social condition of the work- 
ers, by extending and strengthening 
trade unionism, to resist imposition of 
additional burdens, to mitigate tho evils 
of unnecessary legislation, to enforce 
existing laws in favor of labor ana to 
prevent the importation of Asiatics. The 
congress after a brief life, died for 
want of financial succor, but local bodies 
took up the work where th'e congress had 
laid it down and, in the case of Victoria, 
the Trades and Labor council has since 
worthily upheld the cause of labor in this 
city. The council dates its existence 
since January 31, 1800. The constitu- 
tion and by-laws were adopted on Feb- 
ruary 1-1. 1S0O, and are, with slight al- 
teration the same under which the coun- 
cil works today. The declaration of pur- 
poses for which the council was formed 
has never been deported from. It reads 
as follows: 

"For th'e purpose of extending, 
strengthening and perpetuating the or- 
ganization of labor in the city of Vic- 
toria; to improve its present social con- 
ditions; to restrict the imposition of ad- 
ditional burdens; to mitigate tho evils 
of unjust and unnecessary legislation: 
to enforce existing laws in favor of 
labor, and prohibit the importation of 
Chinese; to establish" eight hours ns a 
legal day's work; to disseminate knowl- 
edge, and in every practical way ad- 
vance the material welfare of the wage- 
earners, individually and collectively."

of toilers has been hopeless through ig- 
norance. "Ye have despised the poor. 
Do not rich men oppress you and draw 
you before the judgment seats. 
Though tiie forms of oppression differ, 
the purpose is ever the same. Who can 
withstand the pow-ee "of wealth? It call 
purchase fleets and armies. It can bribe 
almost any man to side with iniquity. 
It can strike men blind to truth and 
right. It quenches sympathy; it stifles 
righteous legislation, so that no redress 
can conic by law; not yet: and it makes 
cowards of brave men. With such an 
instrument of oppression in their baud, 
who can withstand the wealthy'.' 

In sympathizing, as I believe they do 
sympathize, with the workers, the 
churches assuredly are in harmony with 
the highest authority. While the Scrip- 
ture exalts labor, as the normal condi- 
tion of mankind, it has nought but the 
most withering denunciations against 
the tyranny of wealth. It has no good' 
word to say of [Dives. It breathes no 
word of envy of Jiis luxury and show. 
It sees nothing for him in the end but 
retribution and anguish. It is no bar- 
ren sympathy which the churches thus 
extend. From ten thousand pulpits 
throughout the length and breadth of 
Christendon, the word of the Lord goes 
forth to condemn the Inordinate pur- 
suit, of gain. Is there in any quarter a 
serious disapproval of the claims of the 
toilers? Produce the preacher who will 
say that they have no rights beyond 
the dole which the employers may see 
lit to give them. Where is the preacher 
of Divine mercy who will not say that 
they have as much right not oiny ,u me 
necessaries, but to the comforts of life, 
as those wdio profit l>y their earnings'.' 
a right to the advantages of education 
for their children; a right to all that ap- 
pertains to the decencies and comeliness, 
though nut tiie extravagancies, of life, 
according to the age in which we live; 
a right to a reasonable portion of time 
Li devote to t!ie interests of their fam- 
ilies, and participation of the deligluls 
ami endearments of domestic and social 
life; a right to the wherewithal to Ionvj 
something to their widows, and some- 
thing to start their children in life when 
they are taken n\vny v Is it the mind 
of the merciful God; 'is it tiie mind of 
tiie preachers of that mercy, that sees 
aught that is unreasonable in the dis- 
tribution of profits? Nay, it is the em- 
ployer—being such as the Scripture has 
described him— that stands nghnst at 
such demands. What then will become 
of us'/ How shail we be aide to raise 
houses to make us pleasure grounds? 
How shall we win praise for our iniuii- 
lieenee in giving millions in charity, if 
our trusts may not sweep tens of mil- 
lions into our coffers? Will they never 
learn that it is not a dole which the 
toilers demand, but a right? 

But with regard to the methods of re- 
dress, it is not the province of the 
church either to prescribe or disallow. 
"Who made me a judge or a divider 
over you?" The church docs not gov- 
ern, but teaches and peftuades. What- 
ever be the methods by which men 
manage their affairs, the function of 
the church is to enjoili that they be car- 
ried out in righteousness and truth. I 
hardly think that the churches would 
deny the right of men to hand them- 
selves together to defend their rights, 
so that they act fairly. They may even 
see the providence of God working out 
His merciful designs by moving men to 
unite. In the last century how many 
evil things have been done away, not by 
the church's direction, but by the w'«- 
dom and prudence of men walking by 
its light? 

Have I spoken too plainly? If there 
are persons who make gold their god, 
thru no hnfenage can equal the lan- 
guage of Scripture in their condemna- 
tion. Hear the words of an inspired 
Apostle (James v.:l,5), "Co to new, ye 
rich men-" 

If any think I have preached socialism, 
I mean it: not so. I most heartily iu.v 
believe in schemes which would reduce 
the world to one dead level. As long 
as the world lasts there will be the rich 
and the poor, Tho corruption of nature 
ensures this; much more the wisdom 
of God. who by this moans forms and 
tests the diameters of tliose on whom 
°t length He will bestow the true riches. 
But to admit this does not make con- 
llict against wrongs, presumptuous or 
visionary. Cod forbid that we should 
preeeh discontent, sedition, hatred or 
aught that is contrary to order and law, 
whether human or Divine. There is a 
wide difference between disobedience to

Suah a 
plan lias been adopted- with success in 
different places, and when the tim< 
comes that the employer is willing to 
share his profits witli the men who to 
a large extent earn them, we believe that 
strikes will be tilings of the past. That 
time however has not yet come, and un- 
til it does arrive there is much work 
to be done in order to prepare for it. 
and to secure a reform in the social 
organism of the present. The question 
arises,' however, as to how we aro to 
secure those reforms which aro neces- 
sary- Various answers may be given. 
Among them may be the organization of 
men into unions in order to protect and 
to secure their rights, and whilst it can- 
not be doubted that much has been ac- 
complished for th'e laboring mill) by this 
method, yet as nothing is ever finally 
settled until it is settled according to the 
unalterable law of right, we believe that 
whilst we have a right to take advan- 
tage of everything which will improve 
our condition yet tho solution of all 
labor troubles as of all others, will be 
found only when the Spirit of Christ has 
possession of the hearts of men. Then 
tin;' Gospel or Altruism will be preached, 
whether in the pulpit or at the bench, in 
the manager's nfliee or in the factory.

REFORM EI ) EPISCOPAL. 

Synopsis of Sermon by Right Rov. Bish- 
op Cridge. 

Psalm 104:23— Man goetli 'orth lo his 
work and lo his labor until the evening. 

Eleven years ago, by request of tiie 
Victoria Trades Assemuly, I preached a 
sermon on, and in support of. the move- 
ment for the reduction of the hours of 
labor for working men. Today the 
clergymen of the city are asked "to de- 
vote a sermon to the attitude of the 
Christian churches toward the cause of 
Labor" — a wider request, indicating 
wrongs to be redressed, rights to be won, 
with the conflicts and struggles attend- 
ant thereupon. 

It is but natural that those who are 
engaged in so momentous a strife should 
desire to know who are for and who are 
against them, ami it would seem almost 
a sign of conscious integrity thus to dp: 
peal to bodies who are the divinely pro- 
fessed upholders of just and fair dealing 
among men; nnd I would say at once 
that, while their attitude toward the 
| cause of Labor must be determined by 
the teaching of Scripture, it is my firm 
belief that the sympathies of the church- 
es are with honest toilers, and their 
strong disfavor against the wealthy em- 
ployers, whoever they may be, who hold 
back from them a righteous share of 
tho wealth which they produce. 
1 According to the Word of God, work 
I is a law for all living beiiiL's. beginning 
{With Cod .Himself. "My Father work- 



eth hitherto, and I work.' Therefore it 
is said again that "all things are full ol 
labor," and we see it so. All living 
creatures work, and they work for a 
living. Birds and beasts and creeping 
things are all busy to this end. It is 
equally a law for men. "Man goetli 
forth to his work and to his labor until 
tho evening." "By the sweat of thy 
brow shalt thou eat bread," is a com- 
mand no less thnn a sentence, from obed- 
ience to which, in one form or another, 
there is no escape for rich or poor. And 
if Jesus, the Son of Man, was a work- 
er with His own hands, as He certain- 
ly was, and a poor man also, how think 
we that working men are an inferior 
grade of society, because they work with 
their 'hands? Did not Cod do the work 
of a meehnnic when he made the human 
frame? Does He look down on workers 
n« Inferior to other men? When did He 
call lo His service. >.i nonor with his 
favor, idle men or idle women? 

There is, by the law of Cod, who fill- 
ofh all things living with plenteousness, 
a limit to every man's need beyond which 
to gather, for selfish ends, is not only 
unprofitable and vain, but wicked. One 
man can only use the food nnd clothing 
of one man." Even human philosophy 
deems it a species Of madness to be so 
given up to the acquisition of superflu- 
ous wealth that, when we cannot put nil 
we gather into our mouths, or wear it 
on our backs, we must make a show of 
it to our own glorification. Is that why 
one is esteemed "better off" than his 
neighbor? "He that fathered much h»d 
nothiug over, and ho that gathered little 
had no lack." well exnresscs the virtual 
equality of human b<ngs notwithstand- 
ing superfluities.

CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH. 

Synopsis of Labor Day Sermon by Rev. 
R. B. Blyth. 

The subject of the Labor Day sermon 
preached last night in the Congregational 
church was "Christ's Attitude Toward 
Social Inequalities," based on the text 
found in Luke 12:13:15. Man, who made 
me a judge or a divider over you? Take 
heed and beware of covetousness. 

In his opening renfJlrks the preacher 
referred to the serious situation in the 
industrial world with which we are con- 
fronted today, owing to the disagree- 
ment between organized lobor on the one 
hand and organized capital on the other. 
During the past few weeks an indus- 
trial war has been carried on which lias 
had tho effect of paralyzing trade in 
imnny channels. The strike among the 
fishermen at the mouth of the Fraser 
threatened to do serious damage to one 
of British Columbia's fruitful sources 
of wealth. The C P. It. strike has af- 
fected us in delayed mails, uncertain 
connections, and possibly dangerous 
traveling. And when wo look on the 
other side of the 40th parallel we wit- 
ness a strife of immense importance to 1 
the whole world. The strike of the 
steel-workers affects the industries on 
both sides or the Atlantic, and so gigan- 
tic is it: in its proportions that, we are 
unable io estimate the loss which will 
result from it. But apart, from all con- 
sideration of the loss to either party in 
any of these strikes, there is another 
aspect brought clearly before us, for in 
them as in all strikes, there are more 
than the two opposing forces interested. 
Public interests are affected, nnd the; 
general public is forced to he a partner 
in the strike. That being so, the ques- 
tion m-ises whether or__not there should 
bo compulsory arbitration when the in- 
terests of the citizens" generally are af- 
fected, although they may have noth- 
ing directly to do with tho strike.

Which are not laudable; but the object 
of the organization of labor is praise- 
worthy. Tiiat this object may be at- 
tained must bo the hope and prayer of 
every j:ood citizen. But another result 
is possible, namely discord, social con- 
fusion and national decay. The utmost 
care must bo exercised to avoid such a 
result, for there are headstrong self- 
seeking men who, if they are permitted 
to have their way, will bring about just 
such a result without actually intending 
it. Caution must be exercised. Ex- 
tremists must be held in check. The 
rights of others must be respected. That 
there are two sides to every question 
must be recognized as sound philosophy 
and must bo allowed to govern the ac- 
tion of organized labor. If contrary ideas 
prevail, collision between organized labor 
and the government of the country may 
be precipitated, and while it may be 
true enough that in the end the work- 
ingmen will be sure to triumph, they 
may awake on the morrow of their vic- 
tory to find it a barren one, for oven 
a more formidable collision than any 
possible domestic one threatens us, name- 
ly, that between Occidental and Oriental 
civilization. 

United Labor has become such n po- 
tent factor in the world that it must bo 
carefully studied and its demands must 
be carefully weighed. The time 'has 
ceine when the best statesmanship must 
take it into account. 'What it asks musr 
bo examined into, and not be conceded 
merely because it is asked by a body 
which contains a great many votes. The 
touchstone of reason must, be applied- 
We have faith in workingmei) ami be- 
lieve they will listen to reason, ami that 
it' they arc shown that what ithey ask 
is not for the public welfare, they will 
cease to expect it. for let it not be for- 
gotten that in the ranks of labor wheth- 
er organized or unorganized, arc to be 
found nor only tlie bone ami sinew of 
the nation, but the groat reserve of vir- 
tue and mental power, which alone make 
a state permanent.

■LABOR DAY. 

This is Labor Day. To have Btlffittiot- 
•ed a quarter of a century ago that there 
should be such a public 'holiday would 
have been to declare oneself a dreamer. 
Even now it is difficult for many people 
to understand why the state should have 
passed a law creating it. Perhaps if we 
looked very closely itim the motive: 
which influenced the public men of Can- 
ada to do so, we should find rather a 
mixed assortment. We will learn some- 
thing more to our advantage if we en- 
deavor to ascertain why it was demand- 
ed by those to whom it is easily the chief 
holiday of the year from one point of 
view. We do not mean that the work- 
ing men of Canada are not heartily loy- 
al to the government of their country 
or that they join with less spirit in the 
celebration of Empire Day than other 
people. "SVe do not mean that they make 
less of Christmas than the rest of the 
community. But Labor Day signifies 
to them something very different to the 
others. It is representative of ideas, 
which the workingmeu think are essen- 
tial to their personal welfare and the 
hnppiness and prosperity of their wives 
and families. This makes it a day apart 
from nil others and surrounds it with 
sentiments, which the others do not in- 
spire. 

We have been witnessing for some 
time the progress of a very remarkable 
movement, one which, perhaps, in its ef- 
fects upon nations and indiyiduals, will 
he among the most important that the 
world has ever seen. When thinking of 
it. and after reading something of what 
the more conservative leaders of the 
movement have to say, we are reminded 
of the time when Peter the Hermit 
preached the Crusade! throughout Eur- 
ope. That this epoch-making man had 
any conception of the tremendous conse- 
quences of his enthusiastic work cannot 
be supposed- He seems to have been a 
instrument in the bands of Providence 
not only to stay the course of Moham- 
medanism, wh)ch threatened to over- 
whelm the civilized world, but to break 
"lip the feudal system and make indivi- 
dual liberty possible and compatible with 
individual safety. And there is a trace- 
able connection between bis work and 
that of trades-unionism today, for in the 
franchises which the guilds obtained 
from kings anil nobles, anxious to have 
their hands strengthened for the cam- 
paign to wrest Jerusalem from the Infi- 
del, we And the beginning of the move- 
ment towards the full emancipation, poli- 
tically, socially and educationally, of 
the laboring classes. For the benefit of 
those who may read into what has just 
been said very much more than is in- 
tended, we will add that Peter the Her- 
mit did not accomplish what he sought. 
Jerusalem 'yet remains in the hands of 
the Infidel, although centuries have pass- 
ed since the flower of European chivalry 
set out to rescue it. But he inaugurated 
unconsciously something far grander and 
more profitable to his fellow men than 
what lie himself had in view. Personally 
lie was tin ill-balanced enthusiast, and 
his impossible dreamiugs brought untold 
misery and disaster in their train. But 
he "builded wiser than he knew," and 
we today, whether wo are capitalists or 
workingmeu, whether we belong to 
unions or stand upon our own individual- 
ity, enjoy the unexpected good results 
of his self-sacrifice and apparently point- 
less endeavor. 

Two results are possible from the mod- 
ern crusade to which this day is dedi- 
cated, and lie is no friend of working- 
men or of his country, who shuts bis 
eyes to the fact that "there are two pos- 
sible results. One of these is the better 
•meut of the condition of wage-earners, 
and consequently the advancement of 
personal liberty and the elevation of the 
whole tone of society. This is the ob- 
ject ■at which trades-unionism aims. 'Like 
all good things this great power is some 
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Mods, L, do Lobcl is in Dawson. This 
may not appear at first sight to be a 
matter of any very great importance, but 
Mous. de Lobcl is loaded up with one of 
the 'finest Sell6ul6S you ever heard of. IT 
is the gentleman, who is going to build 
a railway from Circle City to Vladivos- 
tok. He says he is, and that ought to 
settle it. Perish the thought that we 
should suggest otherwise. The money is 
to come from various sources. Mons. 
de Lobcl says, ^or he is reported in the 
Seattle Times to have said, that be lias 
not make up his mind whether to allow 
Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan or Mr. J. D. 
Rockefeller to finance the enterprise, al- 
though Mr. Rockefeller has offered him 
910,000,000 for the scheme, which to our 
humble judgment is as much as it would 
bring at a forced sale. The date at 
which work will be begun is not an- 
nounced, for a few minor preliminaries 
have to be arranged. One of them is 
the consent of the United States govern- 
ment, another is the consent of the Bus 
siau government, another is a mere 
trifle, but it is the money, some .?200,- 
000,000, which apparently Mons. de Lo- 
bcl expects to have some one band out 
to him whenever he gets ready to ex- 
pend it. A few engineering problems 
must also bo solved, and one of them is 
the best way of crossing Behriug 
Strait. A car-ferry is likely to be in- 
terrupted by ice, and a bridge .'10 miles 
long is likely to cost something, seeing 
that the water is pretty deep and the 
ice pressure serious. But a little matter 
like that will not stand in the way of a 
project backed up by the "traditional 
friendship of France and Russia," as 
this is alleged to be. With due humility 
of soul we venture to suggest that Mons. 
de Lobel might figure on balloons to get 
across the Strait. He would then have 
something which would appeal to the 
soul of his compatriots with special 
force. The whole story is a wonderful 
tiling. The only thing more so is the 
astounding manner in which the Seat- 
tle newspaper accepts as law and gos- 
pel the oft-repeated tales of enterpris- 
ing gentlemen who are going to build a 
railway in that part of the world. This 
is at least the fourth that has been 
given to the public in the last live years. 



diate appointment of a Royal Commis- 
sion to take up the -whole subject. We 
are not prepared to dispute this. We 
have thought for several years 
that it iwus desirable to deal with mining 
interests through the instrumentality of 
a commission, which would put the pub- 
ic as well as the government and legis- 
lature in possession of the actual facts 
of the case. That is why we favored 
the proposal made in the session of 1000 
to nppoint such a commission. Some 
people object to such n step, because 
they say that the government Itself 
ought to take the responsibility of origi- 
nating legislation. With this latter prop- 
osition we agree, but we do not agree 
that it is an argument against a com- 
mission. The government must in any 
event take the responsibility for legisla- 
tion. That cannot be shirked. But it is 
also the duty as it is within the right 
of a government to find out for itself 
and publish for the guidance of the leg- 
islature and for the information of the 
public all the Tacts upon which, any pro- 
posed legislation is predicated. We think 
it would be a very excellent thing for 
the government to net upon the powers 
conferred In 1000 and appoint a com- 
mission to take up the whole question of 
mining. But while holding this opinion, 
we are unable to agree with the Mining 
Association as to the wisdom of its 
course in making public the memorial. 

Mr. Tolmie expresses the appreciation 
Of the association of the course pur- 
sued by the Colonist in regard to the 
memorial. We do not know that we 
have anything to say on that score, ex- 
cept that the Colonist conceives it to 
be its duty as a public journal to do 
what it can to bring the truth to light 
upon all public questions. We know 
that a contrary idea prevails among 
many persons, who think that the news 
columns of a paper should always re- 
flect the opinions expressed editorially, 
ut that Is an old-fashioned notion, which 
is exploded in most places.

THE MIXING MEMOUI A,L. 

,Mr. Turner closed his interview, as 
published in yesterday's Colonist, with 
the following remark: 

'-The facts are simply as follows: This 
is a costly country to develop, the ex- 
penditure, especially in mining districts, 
for roads, government service, etc.. must 
lie very heavy, and it is absolutely nec- 
essary to have a revenue in order to 
carry on these services. The govern- 
ment has levied a tax which entirely re- 
lievos mines in process of development 
and only touches those actually ship- 
ping. In 1000 this tax produced some 
$31,000, but will, of course, be much 
more in the present year under the high- 
er rate. Tt is estimated for 1002 at SSO,- 
000. Now one mine in Kootenay is val- 
ued at Sr>,000,00O. It would certainly 
be within the limit if we value the whole 
of the mines (mineral) in the Province 
at :?.">0,000,000. If they were taxed as 
farmers, canners, merchants, lumber- 
men and all others are taxed, they would 
pay $375,000, while for 1902 they are 
estimated to pay only .fSO.OOO." 

It would be ns well if this could re- 
ceive wider publicity than is possible 
through the press of British Columbia. 
It is a reasonable statement of the case, 
and if it were made known far and wide 
would do very much to counteract tho 
evil that is sure to flow from the great 
publicity given by the Mining Associa- 
tion to their memorial. Its accuracy 
cannot he called in question, and it cer- 
tainly disposes of the claim that the 
mines are paying more than their fair 
shnro ot the taxation of tho Province. 
AVe do not say that it may not be pos- 
sible to devise a plan whereby the inci- 
dence of taxation on mines can be bene- 
ficially altered. This is altogether like- 
ly, since a similar observation would ap- 
ply to most taxes, but that a contribu- 
tion of $80,000 from properties worth at 
least $50,000,000 is surely not an oner- 
ous burden. 

We also published yesterday a letter 
from Mr. Tolmie, tile secretary of the 
•Mining Association, in which he says 
that the divergence of opinion existing 
in regnrd to matters associated with min- 
ing shows the necessity for the imme- 



printod it. By taking this course, and 
we think tho Colonist was the only pa- 
per in the Trovince that did so, we en- 
abled the public to reach something like 
an intelligent conclusion in the matter, 
or, if we did not do this, we showed 
most conclusively that the association 
made an ex. parte statement, and like 
most all ex parte statements an exceed- 
ingly one-sided one, and we have also 
demonstrated that in spite of the very 
ingenious use made by tho memorialists 
of statistics, the mines of (British Co- 
lumbia are not by any means treated un- 
fairly in the matter of taxation.

THE WORIjD'K NAVIES. 

According to a recent official publica- 
tion issued by the Navy Department of 
the United States, that country has 
moved up to the fourth place anion 
naval powers, that is, including ship 
in course of construction and those al- 
ready built. The seven leading nations 
are as follows:

Croat Britain l,7U0,85t 

France 781,005 

Russia 552,04a 

United States 507,49-1 

Germany 458,482 

Italy 322,'; 

Japan 251,403 

From those figures it will he seen that 
tlie British navy is stronger than those 
of any three other European nations. It 
is also true, although wo do not give 
sufficient data abeve to demonstrate it, 
that Great Britain, the United States 
and Japan, the three nations that are 
supposed to have common objects in the 
Orient, outrank all tlie other nations of 
the world combined in naval strength- 
Referring only to Europe, Italy may be 
expected to lie on tlie side of Croat 
Britain in any difficulty that might arise, 
ami the fleets of these two powers over- 
balance all others. These facts show 
that while it may suit speculative news 
paper writers to treat British prestige 
as a waning factor in Old World poli- 
ties, those who have the responsibility 
of peace and war know very well that 
to do anything thatjvill lead to the 
launching of tlie British fleet against the 
navies of Europe will lie to court as 
great disaster as that which befell the 
fleets of France and Spain at Trafalgar. 



TROUT LAKE TOWNSITE. 

From Nelson Tribune. 

.1. Lonsdale Doupe of the Canadian Pfl. 
clflc lands department completed a deal 
yesterday with the owners of the Trout 
Lake townsltc, whereby In return for cer- 
tain considerations tile railway company 
receives about one-tldrd of the lots In the 
tov.-nslte rumalnlug unsold. The principal 
owners of the Trout Lake townsltc are J. 
Prod Hume of this city, and John Abra- 
liamson and Frank Wells of Revel stoke. 
Each of these owned one-quarter and the 
remainder was divided Into several small 
holdings. The owners of the townsltc hope 
by securing the Interest of the railway 
company to very greatlv Increase the value 
of their holdings and also shut out the pos- 
sibility of rival townsltes. In return for 
the lots granted the railway company un- 
dertakes to lint a small steamer on the 
lake and operate It between Trout Lake 
and Selkirk, which for the present will be 
the branch line from Kootenay lake. This 
brunch it is hoped will be completed this 
fall, when all the ore from the initios In 
the vicinity of Ferguson will be shipped 
out via Trout Lake Instead of via Thomp- 
son's Landing, as at present. There Is 
also some talk of construction of a five-mile 
branch of railway to connect these proper- 
ties with Trout Lake, and It Is said that a 
start may be made on this work this fall. 
The townsltc of Selkirk, the present ter- 
minus of the Lardo branch, has been re- 
named by the railway company, and will 
hereafter be known as Twin Falls. There 
are some °tM> acres lu this townsltc which 
has been surveyed anil cleared, nud the lots 
are now on the market, being handled 
through the land ofTlee of tlie company In 
this city and by local agents at Twin Falls 
and Trout Lake. 

V- S. PENSIONS. 

The annual report of the commissioner 
of pensions shows that there were very 
nearly one million names on the pension 
roll on the 30th of June, the 38th year since 
the end of the civil war— and that the net 
gain during the year was 4,200. The num- 
ber of certificates Issued during the year 
was 100,008, being 4.000 more than were 
ever Issued In any previous year. The re- 
port shows the great activity now In the 
discovery of new diseases among old pel- 
sinners, and In applications for Increase of 
pensions on account of pew disabilities 
which have developed since the former ones 
were discovered by the government. There 
has been much pension enthusiasm also 
among the veterans of tho Spanish war. 
Their drawing for the past year were 
$1,175,224, which was nn Increase of $842,- 
320 over the previous year. There has been 
a marked Increase of widow's' pensions. 
The total amount paid for pensions during 
the year wns SlaS.eoO.OOO. which was less 
by Sd.OOO.OOO than the appropriation made 
by congress.

Last night ar the O. N. V 
plc'nre of President McKlnlcy was tele- 
graphed over eighty miles of wire In twenty 
minutes. Both transmitting and receiving 
Instruments were In the office here, and 
tlie picture was sent to Hamilton and back. 

On the transmitter was the picture traced 
on lead foil, with nn ordinary pen, but with 
shellac varnish for Ink. On tho receiver 
was a sheet of clean white paper wrapped 
In carbon paper. Both revolved on cylin- 
ders. 

The principle of the mechanism depends 
on flic non-conducting character of the 
shellac. A brass pen traces tho pictured 
plate, and every time It touches the shellac 
the electric current Is broken and a signal 
sent across the wires. At every such sig- 
nal received at the other end of the line, :i 
steel stylus strikes the carbon paper and 
makes a dot, which Is reproduced on tlie 
white paper; These dots trace the com- 
plete outline of the photo, which Is being 
transmitted.

tho coining fair. The petition will be 
circulated in the city today for signa- 
tures to be affixed.

JL tM. S. Tlmetou has returned to Es- 
quimau from her cruise in southern wa- 
ters, where part of the time she was 
anchored off Panama to protect the in- 
terests of British subjects during the 
revolutionary struggle there. Panama, 
while not in actual state of siege, was 
little different, for the rebel forces were 
tlie fields just beyond tlie city, and 
there were barricades on the streets, 
md on the bridge under which the rail- 
way which connects Colon with Pana- 
ma—the Atlantic wkh tlie Pacific— there 
was a masked battery in a barricade of 
Jogs which stretched across the bridge. 
There were few engagements between 
government and rebel forces while the 
Phaeton lay off Panama, but one of 
those that did occur was a most san- 
guinary affray. It tool; place after 
nightfall on the field just without the 
city, ami although none of the ship's 
company of the warship sa wthe action, 
the sounds of the firing proved that :i 
stirring action was taking place, and 
next morning, when the patrols were 
marching over tile field from which the 
rebels had lied. 'the many wounded left 
groaning in pain and the dead lying 
here and there on the grass and midst 
the shrubbery showed that a fierce tight 
bad taken place between the belliger- 
ents. 

When some of the officers of tlie 
Phaeton were going over the field of ac- 
tion next day and the government pa- 
trol was carrying away the dead to the 
funeral trenches and the wounded to the 
prisons, already filled with unfortunates, 
the naval officers saw many sights that 
proclaimed that the field had been one 
on which a bloody affray had taken 
place. The first sight that caught their 
eyes as they drove along a rondwBy 

ktoss t.hi- plain was a blood-covered 
stretcher lying where it had been tossed 
into the ditch by the roadside, and a 
little further along the road they over- 
took a carriage, which bore a wounded 
mnn, evidently an officer, with the blue 
hat of the government troops, Sitting 
beside him were other officers iff the 
government forces supporting him, while 
behind the carriage in which the groan- 
ing officer was stretched came a disor- 
derly looking lot of soldiers of the gov- 

rnmont forces with two ragged men in 
their shirt sleeves ami without bats, and 
with their arm-; pinioned behind them, 
held prisoner between them. It was n 
picture for a Delaille. The wouie'ed of- 
ficer lying in that enrrinire with his 
friends supporting him, and behind those 
two unfortunate prisoners, looking most 
dejected ns they were marched along 
the dusty roadway to the well-filled pris- 
on of Panama, and no doubt to death, 
for those who survived the prison de-

liveries made n firing wpiad at early 
morning UO w and then were dying of 
lever in many eases in the unsanitary 
prison. 

Several other sights were seen by the 
officers which bore mute evidence of the 
struggle of tlie night before, notably 
the unburied dead lying here and there, 
and the many little patrols which were 
carrying stretchers here and there to car- 
ry off the wounded. Even on the Phae- 
ton herself the evidences of battle were 
seen, for a couple of days after the 
light n captain of the government troops, 
a dark-looking, /Spaniard, was brought 
out over the four miles of rippling wa- 
ters to where the warship lay for treat- 
ment by the Phaeton's doctor. The doc- 
tor of the government regiment to which 
the wounded officer was attached had 
lu-ought the wounded man out to have 
an operation performed for the removal 
of a bullet, which was done, and the 
Spaniard went back again, and perhaps 
even now be is in the quagmires of rev- 
olutionary struggle once more. 

They were a mixed lot these fighters 
who are struggling in Colombia. Al- 
though the government forces had a nat- 
ty uniform ami a good band, which, by 
the way, gave concerts in tlie plaza n't 
Panama with an armed escort ranged in 
a cordon round about it. thov fight in 
their shirt sleeves and the only distin- 
guishing mark between the two forces 
which is plainly noticeable is the bine 
caps of tlie government forces and tlie 
red caps of the rebels. As for the reb- 
els' uniforms, they have none other than 
the cap. for the trousers are most va- 
ried nnd in different degrees of ragged- 
ness. nnd both forces, government and 
rebel fight for the most part coatless 
and in their shirt sleeves. They nre 
varied also as to nationality. The com- 
mandant e of the government forces is 
an Austrian, and in both rebel and gov- 
ernment ranks there nre nil sorts and 
kinds, scnllawflgs ami gentlemen, pa- 
triots and soldiers of fortune, Yankees 
fighting side by side in some few in- 
stances with .Tamaoian rnrcers. in fact, 
there is a heterogenous collection of hu- 
manity in this revolutionary movement, 
Which has since turned to 'an interstate 
war in Central America. 

It is some months since the cruiser 
left: Panama. She bus called at many 
South 'American ports since, but tlie 
cene there is little changed, nnd what 
hange there lias been hns only accen- 
tuated what was witnessed by those on 
the vessel. When the Phaeton was 
there one of her lieutenants visited the 
prison, where it is slated tho unfortu- 
nates incarcerated nre dying in heaps 
because or the unsanitary state of the 
crowded prison. The prison is n largo 
square building, with large windows, 
which are grated with heavy iron bars, 
and at these windows the passershy can 
see the crowds of prisoners sitting at 



the bars at the windows like auimils in 
a cage. 

Outside tlie guards paced to and fro, 
and nearby field guns were mounted in 
case the city was rushed, as was often 
feared, for although tho city was in the 
hands of the government forces, it was 
a well-known fact that the sympathiz- 
ers 'of the rebels were most numerous, 
and if the rebels gained entrance the 
sympathizers would probably rise and 
aid them to capture the city. To pre- 
vent the entrance of the rebels the bat- 
tery was mounted on the bridge over the 
railway, one of the main entrances to 
Panama from the land, and here, besides 
the barricade with its heavy guns, were 
field guns and various quick-firers ready 
for action. 

When the Phaeton was in southern 
waters she lost one of her crew In a 
tragic manner, an able seaman named 
iHaughton having fallen overboard, and 
when he was swimming to a lifebuoy he 
was suddenly seized by a shark and 
dragged down to death. The unfortu- 
nate man had fallen from the bulwarks 
of the warship and a lifebuoy was hnr- 
'riedly thrown to him. He had seen this 
and was swimming to it when the shark 1 
seized him and be 'disappeared fi.mi 
sight. The cruiser's cutter had been 
hurriedly put over and nothing could be 
seen of the lost man, although three 
sharks seen .swimming near tlie cutler 
evidenced how he had met his dentil. A 
stoker named Knight died of heart dis- 
ease at Toboga and was buried there. 

There are three new officers on the 
Amphion, Sub- Lieut. Rashleigh, Lieut. 
Cornwall, R. N. R., and Chaplain Bor- 
rowdale, 'having joined her at Panama. 
Five officers were left behind in tlie 
south, and some will be invalided home 
because of illness, chiefly typhoid fever. 
Assistant Engineer Russell, First Lieut.' 
Whitehead, Dr. Foote and Sub-Lieut 
Oxlade were left, nnd the latter had left 
I for home before the cruiser came north. 
I On the voyage north from Panama to 
Onllao the usual court of Father Nep- 
tune was held, and some midshipmen got 
a shave nnd a bath in the briny. The 
Phaeton went us far south as Coquimbo, 
where she got some supplies Loin the 
Liffey. Shi? culled at many and sundry 
places along the southern coast, holding 
seineing parties here, rifle matches there, 
cricket matches, etc., and at Aeapulco 
on July 20 she aided in the local celebra- 
tion of Labor Day. She arrived at San 
Diego on her way north just after the 
Icarus sailed south for Panama.

together by laws and regulations for pro- 
tective purposes, anil this protection con- 
sists of corporate rights and individual 
rights, and includes inspection of unsafe 
or unsound conditions and the equaliza- 
tion as much as possible of the pay- 
roll. There is no question that undue 
advantage 'has been taken by certain 
corporations and individual members of 
trades, which the establishment of a 
union has been able to suppress. 

Fourth, Strike — This is the action on 
part of union men to cease from work- 
ing until a remedy is found to remove 
what they consider to be an existing 
evil. In very many eases strikes are 
justifiable, while in some it has been 
proved that the strike has been the out- 
come of social tyrants or agitators. 

Both 'by the law of the land and the 
public opinion on which it rests, it is 
now allowable for any class of men to 
combine together for the purpose of fix- 
ing the price at which they shall buy or 
at which they shall sell, provided their 
combination be entirely voluntary ami 
subject no one to coercion. 

How are "we to look at all this in the 
light of Christianity? 

'We have already shown that labor is 
exalted to a position of eminence in the 
fact that the blessed Saviour was sub- 
ject to His foster father, who was by 
trade a carpenter. 

We know, too, that our God is one 
of infinite justice, that we as brethren 
in Christ's family arc free men, not 
slaves, and that, provided we do our 
duty, we should equally deserve the pro- 
tection of the law. 

We have seen that capital and labor 
must go hand in hand. That capital in 
its niost perfect form is the outcome of 
labor. That labor is the production of 
thought and may be divuled into bodily 
and intellectual labor. 

Thus we are all included under this 
term. Combinations are both justifiable 
and necessary to equalize the amount of 
labor performed and the amount of 
wages to be paid for the honest per- 
formance of the same. 

The time of slavery has passed, never 
to return again, and yet strikes are not 
always justifiable, so that we must be 
most careful in our discrimination be- 
tween these inseparable quantities, cap- 
ital and labor. 

We must consider the difficulties of 
the capitalist as well as the difficulties 
of the working classes. A combination 
or union of capitalists is just as justi- 
liable as a combination or union of em- 
ployees. Before God's altar labor and 
capital meet. They kneel side by side, 
they eat the same spiritual meat, they 
drink the name spiritual drink. 

Either without Christian rules to guide

Synopsis of the Sermon by Rev. W. S. 
Barraelough. 

■Rev. W. II. Barraclough, at the Cen- 
tennial 'Methodist church, expressed his 
regret that the special nature of the ser- 
vices of yesterday, which had been ar- 
ranged before the request of the Trades 
and Labor Council was received, pre- 
vented 'his making as extended a ref- 
erence to the cause of labor as his svrjL» 
pathies would have otherwise lead him 
to do. He desired to be known as a 
friend of the toiler, not because it was 
the popular fail, but because, in his 
opinion, the interests of the working- 
man could not be separated from the in- 
terests of the church, An organization 
(based upon the principles of unselfish- 
ness, righteousness, justice and equality 
must have something in common with 
a council which was unselfishly seeking 
to secure justice and equality. 

The idea thnt the church is opposed to 
the workingman was false, and he be- 
lieved that the converse was also un- 
true, that the workingman was out of 
sympathy with the church. A large num- 
dier of workingmen were opposed to the 
church it was true, but a large number 
of the monieil clnss were so opposed as 
well," for reasons in both cases best 
known to themselves, and perhaps for 
no mol-e reason than that of prejudice. 
As a matter of fact, if it were »ot for 
t'he workingman the church to which be 
ministered could not exist. And he von- 
tured to say that apart from come of 
the so-called society churches of our 
large cities the vast majority of the 
members of the churches of our land 
were from the ranks of those who labor- 
ed with their hands. The attempt to 
separate the two was being made by the 
enemies of both. 

Men are being persuaded thnt there 
is an antagonism between their social 
, interests as represented by the union and 
thir spiritual interests as represented by 
the church. It was not so in the teach- 
ings of Jesus Christ. He thought of men's 
bodies as we'll as of their souls: he min- 
istered to their physical as well ns their 
spiritual' needs. The two interests are 
akin, and the social regeneration of the 
world will only take place through its 
moral and spiritual regeneration. The 
ideas of Edward Bellamy are Utopian 
unless we overcome human selfishness 
and grc»d. 

The Golden Rule is a -fine thing to 
trade on. but very much harder to hon- 
estly apply. Xo man can or will nnp'v 
i» without the grace and power of God. 
ITo ibelieved in the socialism of .Tesus 
Christ, who lived to destroy sin, to re- 
movo social !nV>fltinlitte«. to ninko the 
world better, and 'hat by the regenera- 
tion of the indiv'dilri.l. We jiin*> not 
fortret that the Chris*" of the Golden 
Role was the Christ of f-ilviirv. 

Ho stated further in closing that every 
earnest Christian must feci n sympathy 



ashamed, and it is a hopeful sign that 
those who are loudest in their denunci- 
ation of- Hie church, arc most emphatic 
in their praise of Jesus Christ and liin 
teachings. Here, then, is a point at 

Which we can come together. If the 
chuivh has gone aside from the Gospel, 
let her get back to it. Let Labor also 
accept and apply this Gospel lor which 
it professes such admiration. Let both 
nay: "We are not ashamed of the Uua- 
pel of Christ and not afraid to apply it." 
See how that would work out. The 
Gospel works for righteousness. Of 
what does labor complain'.' Of hardness, 
of avarice, of unrighteousness on the 
part of the employer. But the complaint 
is not all upon one side. Has the em- 
ployer nothing to complain of? Verily 
he has, as any one who has been an em- 
ployer of labor very widl knows. '.There 
are employees who are idle, who are 
careless, who shirk their work and who 
occasion loss to their employers. But 
improve the character of the employee. 
Make him faithful, industrious and con- 
scientious in his work. In a word, 
make righteous men of both of them 
and you will very quickly establish sat- 
isfactory relations between them. 
Righteousness is the fundamental thing 
and upon it alone can be built the social 
and industrial structure in which all 
men can live happily' and peacefully. 

So I see quite clearly something which 
the church and labor have in common. 
A single purpose which ought to draw 
them together. Labor's troubles are due 
to the avarice, selfishness and unright- 
eousness of men. The church aims m 
making men loving, unselfish and right- 
eous, and for that work (ho Gospel is 
the only adequate power. The work of 
the church, if successfully prosccuttd, 
will gain the end which labor lias in 
view. Let labor and* the church come 
together then. Lot them be friends and 
not enemies. Let them co-operate to 
secure righteousness, out of which grow 
justice, liberty and happiness. And in 
the end both will rejoice in the Gospel 
Of Christ, which fills this life with peace 
and makes the future radiant with 
glory. 



them. The war between labor and capi- 
tal would not cease by strikes. 
The tendency of the times Js to in- 
reasethe separation between different 
classes in the community. The gulf be- 
tween' the employer and the employed" is 
widening. But strikes . will not bridge 
die gap, or till up the space. The prin- 
ciple of the Gospel is the true remedy, 
for it makes the rich man the guardian 
of the- poor man, to whom he is debtor; 
uid therefore, the richer a man is the 
better for the poor man, for whose bene- 
fact'ion the wealth of the rich must be 
employed. The doctor made a strong 
defence, for Andrew Carnegie, who is, 
so frequently abused just now, by stump 
orators, and passed on him high words of 
praise in using his great wealth for the 
establishment of liberaries for working 
men. If things, said tire doctor, were 
as they ought to be, a working man who 
is industrious anil sober should be able 
to retire at (15 years of age. But minis- 
ters of itfhe Gospel are not able to retire 
at any ago, for they are the poorest paid 
of all the learned professions, yet thby 
never go on strike. They have more 
sense. , „ , 

Belnmy's "Looking Backward, is 
beautiful in theory, hut in practise im- 
possible. Hlenry George wrote many 
good things, but they are only philoso- 
phical theory. 

When will the war of labor and capi- 
tal be a thing of the past? When the 
principle of the Gospel permeates so- 
ciety, so that «he golden rule is prac- 
tised universally: "Do unto others as ye 
would that others do unto you. Labor 
unions should join the church m up- 
holding the Sabbath, which is one of the 
greatest blessings to man; and in abolish- 
ing the saloon, which is the greatest 
cuivIl" and evil to the laboring classes. 
The oppression of the saloon, and not 
that of the employer of labor is a more 
reasonable ground for a strike. \\ hen 
men live the gospel we will have "a 
new earth," and not till then. The doc- 
tor strongly appealed to all to "labor 
for the meat that endnreth unto ever- 
lasting life."

cil." lie saiil that the new 'earth of the 
Book of Revelation was an emblem of 
the Millenium, when paradise would be 
nestored in this world. All truly great 
men in all ages had worked to bring it 
about. Mosc.s and David and Calvin 
and Wesley, anil all the ministers of the 
gospel, and good men. and true philan- 
tropists prayed and worked for it. 
Strikes would never bring about 
new earth. There were no stril. 
the time of Christ, ami yet the so-called 
laboring classes were not as well off as 
they are today. Hear what Christ said 
in Luke III.. 1-1: "Do no violence, ac- 
cuse no man falsely, and be content with 
your wages." Strikes may be justili- 
afolo in certain circumstances, but as a 
rule they injure the strikers, and work 
no permanent, or lasting good. If there is 
a grievance, it should be redressed in 
some other way, 



The labor problem is not new 
thousand seven hundred years ago its 
most acute stage was reached in the 
controversy between Labau and Jacob, 
representing respectively capital and la- 
bor. A disastrous clash between hot- 
blooded contestants was averted only by 
the intervention of Cod, who, standing 
for law and order, reminded each of the 
rights of the other; and while forbid- 
ding violence, counselled debate. In the 
labor disputes of today God recognizes 
the rights of each disputant, but he ac- 
cords to neither the right of violence. 
'Sober, rational discussion will settle any 
soluble difficulty between rational men. 
men. 

Capital today is gravitating with tre- 
mendous rapidity towards huge trusts, 
and labor, with equal .determination, is 
uniting into solid phalanxes. The larger 
interests involved increase the danger 
of conflict. These huge combinations I 
cannot view with complacency. Yet I 
am not without good hope thnt the Om- 
niscient Ruler will find the highway of 
justice along which both capital and la- 
bor may walk in mutual respect. I look 
for Ilim to give to some gifted child of 
genius to discover and declare sonic 
groat reconciling principle that will free 
the age of its divisions, 

A perilous feature of our industrial 
life is the non-recognition of the indi- 
vidual. In talking of "capital" and "la- 
bor" wo forget that these impersonal 
words stand for real men and women of 
flesh and blood, of heart and brain, of 
body and soul. In the trust or in the 
labor union the individual sinks his per- 
sonality and becomes a mere atom or 
the victim of an octopus of his own 
creating. The employer, even if wealthy, 
is still a man; and the laborer is more 
than a machine or an animal. lie is a 
man with a career, with Intelligence and 
ambition, a thirst for knowledge and in 
mortal longings. Ought the development 
of those to be denied him? The labor 
question will not be solved until, per- 
sonal, the human, element is recognized. 

"Strikes" or "lockouts" as a menus of 
settling disputes are irrational, futile and 
devilish, a remnant of the old barbarism 
that might is right. To conserve nil in- 
terests the government of the day ought 
to establish a court of compulsory arbi- 
tration 'by which all labor differentefi 
mirht fcc settled in a rational manner 
ami without loss. 

I speak here neither ns a defender of 
capital nor ns a champion of labor, but 
to preach righteousness, justice and 
truth. If these had been recognized tc- 
(lipjtwoen man and men an anguish .1iu1 a 
heartache which no human service can 
now avert would be unknown. Chris- 
tianity is abroad and it tenches that 
God requires of man nothing less th.«n 
to "do justly, love mercy and to walk 
humbly before God." We may not live 
to see a day when either private or cor- 
porate riches will exalt and divine !nw 
above selfishness, but a law stands and 
is eternal. Man mnv violate Christianity, 
the [disown it: lot "Thou shnlt love thy 
|„ I neighbor as thyself." and "Do unto oth- 
ers ns yn would thnt'tboy should do 
»ntn yon" win Pi«i ns nndientions while 
Jesus reigns and His Kingdom endures.

The Inconveniences »l 
nothing to the difficulty of getting about 
In those days; It was impossible for a lady 
to walk abroad unattended — eveu the short 
distance to church on Sundays she was fol- 
lowed by a servant carrying her prayer- 
book I am free to confess that 

my favorite mode of conveyance In towns 
was the sedan chair. How else could one 
be certain, even in the most boisterous 
weather, to arrive at one's destination 
dry, warm and tidy, nlnoed tin as one was 
in one's own hall, and set down In that of 
the house where one's dinner or ball was 
going on? Edinburgh and Hath were the 
last places where 1 was thus conveyed to 
evening parties: In London the sedan chair 
had lust become extinct. Traveling was so 
expensive that gentlemen thought twice 
before accepting an Invitation for a week's 
shooting. 

When the two-penny London Post Office 
was established It was not etluuette to 
make use of It for private letters, mid I 
remember my father's annoyance when a 
stupid footman hail posted a letter to Sir 
Itobert Peel, Instead of sending It by groom 
"It seems so impertinent to send a private 
letter to n man like Sir Itobert Peel by 
post." Invitations and their answers were 
always sent by hand. 

The drinking and swearing habits of 
those days did not come much under my 
personal observation, and yet I saw enough 
of them to appreciate the improvement 
that has taken place since then. Gentle- 
men were often tipsy at bulls, and I remem- 
ber on one occasion my partner not coining 
to claim his dance because his friends had 
just led 111 in away tipsy Scotland was far 
worse than England, and on New Year's 
day at Edinburgh I did not see one sober 
man In the streets. Swearing was almost 
universal, and 1 have heard oaths drop 
from the lips of peeresses. One old general 
of our acquaintance was so Inveterate a 
swearer that a clergyman friend of his im- 
plored li I in to at least render his expletives 
harmless by substituting the words "corks 
and bottles" for his habitual oaths. I had 
a parrot at the time, ami taught him to say 
"corks and bottles." One day the general 
came to call, and soon broke out Into his 
old habit, on which the parrot from the 
next room cried, "on. lie, general, say 
'corks and bottles.' " 

I have said that Sir Charles and Lady 
Morgan were among our oldest and most 
valued friends, and at their little house in 
W illiam street one met many of the most 
distinguished members of English society. 
. . . . Lady Morgan had Inherited none 
of her father's (Itobert Owcuson) good looks 
The latter had been a remarkably hand- 
some man and the near relative of Oliver 
Goldsmith, who had Introduced him to 
Oarrlck at the commencement of his car- 
eer as an actor, and perhaps to tills rela- 
tionship Lady .Morgan may have owed 
something of her literary talent. She had 
rather a broad face, thoroughly Irish In ex- 
pression and feature, ami the description 
given of her by one who had known her in 
Dublin before she settled in London was a 
faithful one. except as regarded the "wig" 
—she had abundant and still dark hair to 
the last. "Hardly more than four feet 
high, with a slightly curved spine, uneven 
shoulders anil eyes. Lady .Morgan glided 
about In close cropped wig, bound by a Ill- 
let or solid band of gold, her face all ani- 
mation, and Willi a witty word for every- 
body.'' She never told her age. and con- 
cealed U very successfully. 

Sir Charles was an Inveterate punster, 
and, for all her wii and humor, his wife 
neither cared nor understood bis puns. She 
was consulting me one day about getting 
a new black breadth for a velvet dress, ami 
complaining that it was so expensive. "Not 
at. all. my dear." said the husband, '"the 
cheapest things there l>. for when It Is old 
It look as if iJ were sat In." We all 
laughed, but she repeated. "Satin, satin! 
I don't understand." They were a most 
attached couple, and she often used to ex- 
claim. "I am a very distinguished woman" 
—a murmur of polite ncdulsceuce from the 
company— "I am a literary woman with a 
good husband." Each had an appreciative 
admiration of the powers of the other. Sir 
Charles was a highly cultivated man and a 
very good writer. Lady Morgan's social 
brilliancy led to the claims of her husband 
being overlooked by the "pollol." though lie 
was far from commonplace. 

Towards the end of her life Lady Mor- 
gan's eyesight failed, nnd I helped her with 
her "Passages from Mv Autobiography, 
copying and writing to her dictation. (1 
one occasion I happened to make n Latin 
quotation. "Is that Latin V" she said. "Put 
in that, put In that! Make the gruel thick 
and slab! After her death with her nle 
Sydney, I went through all Sir Charles' anil 
her letters before their marriage with a 
view to their publication. The letters were 
delightful, but we decided against giving 
them to the world: half a century am) 
there was a greater rotrsence In such mat- 
ters than there Is now. anil the private 
letters of celebrated people were held more 
sacred. I remember to this day one of his 
which was a long and Impasslonate lament 
at her absence, be being at baron's court 
with Lord and Lady Abercorn. while she 
was nmuslng herself In Dublin, where he 
was a little Jealous of her flirtation, and 
entreating her In moving terms to come 
back quickly. Her answer to the pathetic 
appeal began. "Well. I am coming, you 
wretch!" 

I knew the .Miss Berrys, and went fre- 
quently to their house in Curzon street. 
They always received when they put a 
candle In the window. They offered vou 
a "dish of tea." and said ublcogeil. ami pro- 

nounecd "Twickenham, Pwlttcukum." 

but I never heard them ''damn" the lea- 
pot when It burned their dingers as I have 
seen it stated In some lately published me- 
moirs. They rouged— it was part of their 
dress, having been Indispensable In their 
youth. I never believed the story of Ho- 
have It on her own authority la the laud- 
atory epitaph Miss Mary Berry composed 
on herself. In which she describes herself 
as of "remarkable personal beauty and 
considerable superiority of Intellect"— could 
I ever understand why she stood upon so 
much higher pedestal than did her sister, 
though she had line regular features to the 
last. The epithet of "Elderberry and 
berry," often applied to them, seem- 
ed to mo altogether linlust to Miss Agnes. 

I must have been very young, nor more 
than 14 or 15. when my father took me 
to my first dinner party: the occasion was 
a special one. to meet Southey and Words- 
worth: the latter was an old friend, but mv 
father had never met Southey, I was plac- 
ed by hi pi at dinner, and had a good oppor- 
tunity of judging of his noted taciturnity, 
for he never spoke n word. We had sonic 
roust mutton and u dish of liver stood be- 
fore me: those were the days of side dishes, 
and of sliver epergnes with artificial Mowers 
In them. My father was hold to be some- 
thing of a gourmet, and 1 was not his 
daughter for nothing, so after watting a 
few moments to see If It would he handed 
round. I helped myself to some of the 
liver from the dish before me. Then South- 
ey spoke. ''Young lady. 1 am glad to see 
that you appreciate liver: give tae some." 
I did so, and he relapsed Into silence, which 
remained unbroken until the end of the 
meal. Some time later my father met 
Southey at Lord Lonsdale's, and wrote to 
mo of his silence, comparing It with Words- 
worth's conversation, "the richest I have 
known." It Is interesting to me to have 
this appreciation of my father's upon 
Wordsworth's conversation, when he num- 
bered among Ills friends such men as Mack- 
intosh. Sydney Smith and many others of 
the best talkers of the day. 

When Sydney Smith wrote of Sir James 
Mackintosh. "Ills memory, vast as It was. 
he used so as to make a delight and Instruc- 
tion to his hearers, instead of making It the 
dreadful engine of colloquial torture Into 
which we have sometimes seen It erected." 
the latter words referred to Maenulay. who 
sometimes talked Sydney Smith down, and 
the allusion was recognized by all who 
knew them. When Mneaulav was 111 with 
quinsy. Sidney Smith, who had been to In- 
quire after his health, told us he was suf- 
fering most "from suppressed conversa- 
tion." and then having "talked for forty 
minutes, the patient felt greatly relieved."

NOVA SCOTIA COAL. 

•A New iFlold Struck by Boring in 'Hali- 
fax County. 

1< torn -Halifax Herald. 

The government drill has been en- 
gaged for some time in boring for coal 
at Upper Musquodoboit. After reaching 
n moderate depth a 15-foot .seam of ex- 
cellent coal was struck. This means a 
new coal field and nn enormous busi- 
ness for the projected Musquodoboit 
railway. Sheriff Archibald, Parker Ar- 
chibald, D. B. Reid, and one or two 
others are the fortunate holders of the 
property on which the coal has been 
found. * This property fa near Elrasdnlo, 
on the (Musquodoboit river, quite near 
I lie right bank. Outcroppings of coal 
have been found there at different times 
for years past, nnd there were excellent 
reasons for believing the area had good 
mnspocts of being a valuable field. The 
coal field will bo nearer to Halifax by 
manv miles than any field now worked. 
H is easy to see what a marked effect 
this find' will have on the railway 
schemes which have . been so slow in 
materializing. Not only this, 'but it will 
give a remarkable stimulus to agricult- 
ural pursuits, as the local markets, once 
the field is developed, will be of great 
value.
